THE STATE CONVENTION.

The Republican state convention, 


held at Springfield, yesterday, was 
one of the most 
enthusiastiq.^"off 


year" conventions ever held in Illi- 
nois, as well as the largest one. The 
call of the central committee embra- 
ced 703 delegates, and 792 were 
present, representing every county in 
the state except one—Calhonn. Sen- 
ator George Hunt, of Edgar county, 
presided, and won the highest praise 
from everybody for the excellence of 
his opening address as, well as for 
the dignity and fairness with which 
he discharged his duties. 


For state treasurer the convention 


nominated Gen. John C. Smith, on 
the first ballot, the vote standing, for 
Smith, 644: for Daniel D. Parry, of 
Warren, 128. The nomination of 
Gen. Smith was made unanimous 
with a thundering ''aye.'1 


The chief 
interest bf 
tho day 


seemed to center in the nomination 
of the candidate for superintendent 
of public instruction. For this office 
there were eight candidates, as fol- 
lows: 


Charles T. Stratton, of Jefferson; 


James P. Slade, of St. Clair; W. B. 
Powell, of Kane; Henry Higgins, of 
Morgan; Samuel Inglis, of Bond; 
J. T Long, of Adams; E. A. Gast- 


•—an educated, refined, polished gen- 
tleman, who has had much experi- 
ence in school matters and will make 
a fine huperintendent. 


AT the Democratic State Conven- 


tion held in Maine on Tuesday, the 
cut-and-dried programme was carried 
out by adopting and renominating 
Governor Plaisted for a second term, 
and dividing up the Congressional 
candidates equally between the Dem- 
ocrats and Greenbackere. 
Thus the 


old alliance between these two par- 
iies in that State is perpetuated, be- 
cause neither party dared to stand 
alone at the coming election. 
The 


resolutions passed ring the changes 
afresh on the old story about the 
evils of republican rule and rings, 
and the terrible oppressiveness of 
the existing system of taxation for 
revenue, and the immense superior- 
ity of a greenback currency over that 
of the national banks. 
After thus 


relieving themselves of superlltious 
wind, the convention quietly sub- 
sided.

islature which will not meet until 
1884, shall pass the necessary laws 
for that purpose.

STATE.S JAIL, WASHINGTON, 


Juno 30—9:45 a. in.—Gu:teau was 
very restless during most of the lat- 
ter part of tho night, not sleeping 
more than twenty minutes at a time. 
Towards morning he fell into a 
sounder sleep from sheer exhaustion. 
He rose a few minutes after 5, and 
breakfasted huartily at C HO. 
When 


tho cook took his breakfast into his 
cell. Guiteau told him to bring his 
dinner in at 11 o'clock prompt. 


About half-past eleven prepara- 


tions began to be mada for the exe- 
cution. 
At 11:50 a detachment of 


artillery was formed on the east side 
of the rotunda, and brought their 
muskets to parade rest. 
At that 


time about 250 people were on the 
rotunda. 
Dr. Hicks was with the 


prisoner engaged in prayer. 


Gnitoan showed great nervousness, 


and appeared greatly startled w hen 
he heard the rattle' of muskets on 
the stone floor of the rotunda. From 
that moment Guiteau appeared to be 
thoroughly overcome with emotion. 
He wept freely, and seemed to be iu 
great anguish. 


The scene in the rotunda, while 


waiting for the prisoner, was one 
long to be remembered. 
The sol- 


diers were drawn up on one side, n 
long line of spectators facing thorn 
ou the other. 
It was understood 


Guiteau was very much depressed. 
It wan expected his passage to the 
gallows would present a very dis- 
tressing sight. 
The movement of 


officers about the 
jail door was 


watched with eager attention. 
After 


the death warrant was read by the 
warden, the prisoner became more 
composed, and, turning- away, began 
to brush his hair. 


At 12.25 n loud-steam shistle was 


blown at the work house, which 
if> 


near tho jail. 
This whistle blows at 


12 o'clock, aud by it Guiteau was in 
the habit of gauging his time. 
The 


delay to-day .was by special arrange- 
ment, so that its startling summons 
might not come before the officers 
were ready. 
Two minutes later the 


iron gates at tho end of the corridor 
clicked; then Warden Crocker made 
his appearance, and a moment later 
the familiar figure of Guiteau was 
seen. 
His face was pallid, and the 


muscles about his mouth moved ner- 
vously, other than this there were no 
signs of faltering. 
The procession 


moved quickly to the scaffold, and 
Guiteau ascended the somewhat steep 
steps with as much steadiness as 
could be expected from a man whose 
arms were tightly pinioned. At the 
last step he faltered for a moment, 
but was assisted by the officers who 
walked upon either side. 


Upon reaching the platform, Gui- 


teau was placed immediately behind 
the drop facing to the front of the 
scaffold. 
Captain Coleman stood 


upon his right, Robert Strong upon 
his left, and Woodward directly be- 
hind him. Jones took a position on 
the north side, near the upright of 
the beam. 
Warden Crocker took his 


position at the southeast corner of 
the structure. 
There was a slight 


delay while the spectators were push- 
ing and jostling through the door 
leading from the rotunda to the cor- 
ridor at the lower end of which the 
gallows was placed. 
Gniteau mean- 


while gazod upon tho crowd, looked 
up at the beam over his head, and 
quickly mr.de a survey of all the 
dread paraphernalia. As soon as the 
croud had gained acces=, General 
Crocker waved to them to uncover, 
and all heads were bared. 
Dr. Hicks 


then prayed in. these words 


Father, ont of the depths, \vp cry to 


Thee. Hear Thou our supplim.tiou for 
the sake of Jesiu, Clirist the S.ivior, Who 
hns made full propitiation for us. Be- 
hold tuip, Thy setvant. Wehuuibly pray 
Thou \vilt deliver him at this .supreme 
moment of his life. Let Thy light de- 
scend upon him, liberate his sou! from 
prison: may he appear before You ab- 
solveJ, by Thy great mercy, from blood 
guiltiness; deliver him and us. God have 
mercy on us. Lamb of God, Hint taketh 
away the sins of the world, have mercy 
ou us. Amen, and ameu. 


During the prayer Guiteau stood 


with bowed head. 
At its conclusion 


Dr. Hicks opened the Bible, and 
Guiteau, in firm tones, said: 'T will 
read a selection from the tenth chap- 
ter of Matthew," from twenty-eighth 
to forty-first verse inclusive.'' 
He 


then read in a clear, strong voice, 
and with good intonation, showintr 
little if any nervousness. 


Dr. Hicks then produced the man- 


uscript which was prepared bv the 
prisoner this morning, and held it 
before him 
while Guiteau 
read. 


While Dr. Hicks was arranging the 
manuscript, 
Guiteau 
exhibited a 


slight nervousness, and moved sever- 


al times from one foot to the otter. 
He soon recovered his composure, 
looked over the sea of upturned 
faces, and said: "I am now going to 
read to you my last dying prayer." 
He then read, in a loud tone and 
with distinct and deliberative em 
phasis, the following: 


MY DYING PRAYEE OX THE GALLOWS. 
Father, uow I go to Thee aud the Sa- 


Mor. I have finished the work Thou 
gavest rue to do, and I am only too happy 
to go to Thee. The world does not jet 
appreciate my mission, butTUon knowest 
it. Thou kuowest thou didst inspire Gar- 
field's removal, aud only good has come 
from it. This is the best evidence that 
the inspiration came from Thee, aud I 
have set it forth in my book, that all men 
may read and may kuow that Thou, 
Father, didst inspire the act for which I 
am murdered. 
This Government and 


nation by this act, I know will iu*ur Thy 
eternal enmity, ns did the Jews by killing 
thy man, my Savior. The retribution in 
that case came quick aud sharp, and I 
know that the divine law of retribution 
Will strike this cation and my. murderers 
iu the same way. The diabolical spirit of 
this nation, its government aud its news- 
papers, toward me will justify Thee in 
cursing tiiem, ntul I kuow tl-at the divine 
law of retribution is inexorable. I there- 
fore predict that this nation will go down 
in blood, aud my murderers, from the Ex- 
ecutive to the hangman, will go to hell. 
Thy laws are inexorable, Ob, Thou Su- 
preme Judge' Woe unto men that vio- 
late Thy la«-s! Only weeping and gnash- 
ing oE teetli await tbem. The American 
press has a large biil to settle with Thee, 
Righteous Father, for their viudictiveness 
in this matter. Nothing but blood will 
satisfy them, aud now my blood be on 
them aud this nation and its officials. Ar- 
thur, the President, is a coward and an 
iugrate. His ingratitude to the man that 
mnde him and saved his party from over- 
throw, hns no parallel m history, but 
Ihou, Rightous Father, will judge him. 
father, Thou knowest me, but the world 
bath not known me, and uow I go to Thee 
aud the Savioi without the slightest ill- 
will toward a human being. Farewell, ye 
men of earth. 


At several pointb he paused aud 


endeavored to impart increased em- 
phasis to his words by the peculiar 
facial expression so often observed 
during the trial, when he was anger- 
ed at something that was said" or 
done. 
This was* peculiarly noticea- 


ble when he alluded to ' President 
Arthur, and when ho declared that 
this nation 
would "tro down in 


blood." 
AVhen he had finished read- 


ing his paper he again surveyed the 
crowd and said, with a lirm voice: "I 
am now going to read some verses 
which are intended to indicate my 
feelings at tho moment of leaving 
this world. 
If set to music the" 


may be rendered effective. 
Tho idea 


is that the child is babbling to his 
mamma aud his papa. 
I wrote it 


this morning about 10 o'clock." 
He 


then 
commenced to chant 
these 


veres in a sad doleful style: 


I urn jnilnir to tbe Lordy, I urn so iflad.

Here Guiteau's voice failed, and 


he bowed-his head and broke into 
sobs, but he rallied a little, and went 
on with his chant: 


I saved my parly and my hind; 


Olory hullcliijuh, 
I!ut they have murdered me, tor tbut's the 
reason I am (fount lo the Limly. Glory halle- 
lujah 1 Glory ballelujnh! 
I 11:11 u-olnir to the 


and the face exposed. 
The features 


were pallid, and composed about the 
mouth. 
There was considerable 


moisture. 


After the body had been arranged 


in the coffin 
Warden Crocker as- 


cended the steps of the scaffold, aud 
addressing the crowd, said those who 
desired could view the bod}'. Then 
the crowd of spectators was formed 
into a Hue, and, passing between the 
scaffold and the wall of the jail 
viewed the remains. 
Some of the 


jail officers, two or three physicians, 
aud Dr. Hicks stood about the coffin. 
John W. Guitean joined this com- 
pany and funned his dead brother's 
face to keep away the flies. John 
W. Guitoau did not go on the scaff- 
old, but stood during the scene just 
within the line of officers at the bot- 
tom of the steps. 
When liberty was 


given to the crowd to view the body, 
the scaffold was at once filled with 
people who curiously examined every 
joint and bolt. 
At 1:40 p. m. the lid 


of the coffin was put in place, aud the 
body borne to the jail chapel, where 
the physicians who were to make the 
autopsy wcro assembled. 
After the 


body was taken to the chapel, ar- 
rangements were made to let Mrs. 
Scoville view it. 


John W. Guiteau said to the re- 


porter just after the execution, that 
he was glad it was over. 


"AVhat will bo done with the re- 


mains?" asked the reporter. 


"AVe will bury him here in jail, 


where he will bo safe," said Mr. 
Guiteau. 
"Ho will not be taken out 


of the jail." 


The spot indicated by the AVarden 


as Guiteau's burial place is in the 
same court as the gallows, and four 
yards from it. 


The physicians who performed 


the autopsy were Drs. D. L. Lamb, 
J. F. Hartigan, and Z. T. Sawen. 
Tno brain was found to be in a nor- 
mal 
condition and 
weighed 
40 


ounces. 
The heart weighed a little 


over U ounces and was in a healthy 
condition, as were all other internal 
organs. 
Dr. MacWilliains, the first 


physician to leave the room where 
the autopsy was held, said there was 
nothing, as far as he could see about 
the brain that was abnormal; its 
weight, according to Dr. MacWil- 
liams, was -JDi ounces. 
The general 


viscera, he said, were in perfect condi- 
tion. 


At 3.15 the autopsy was adjourned 


;i!l this evening, when the brain will 
jo taken to the medical museum at 
108th street, where a more minute 
and critical examination will 
be 


made. 
The physicians were disin- 


clined to go into details in regard to 
the results thus far reached.

This closed the chant, and then 


Rev. Mr. Hicks gave Guiteau his 
final benediction and farewell, say- 
ing: "God the Father be with you 
and give you peace forevermore " 


The Black cap was drawn ovei 


tho prisoner's head, the noose ad- 
justed, and, at a signal from 
the 


Warden, the drop fell at 12:40 p. m. 
Guiteau's neck was broken by tho 
fall, and not a movement of the 
limbs or body was detected. 
Death 


ensued instantly. 


AVhen the drop fell, a yell 
was 


sent up by some persons inside tho 
jail. 
This was re-echoed outside by 


a thousand or more of people who 
hurrahed lustily. 
There was a gen- 


eral onslaught by the populace upon 
the jail door. 
Officers were unable 


to withstand it, and hundreds of 
people crowded into the office. 


For at least forty seconds after the 


drop fell, tho body, hung motionless: 
then there was a slight motion of the 
shoulders and legs, due to muscular 
contraction. 
Three minutes 
after 


the drop fell the body was lowered 
to be examined by the physicians. 
There was >a decided action of the 
heart for fully fourteen minutes, and 
the pulse 
fluttered 
two minutes 


longer. 
When the bodj- had hung 


with the foet just 
touching the 


ground over half an hour, it was 
lowered into a coffin, which was wait- 
ing for it under the scaffold. 
The 


physicians decided that the neck had 
been broken. 
When the body was 


lowered, the black cap was removed
